STATE MUSEUM 

Lebi ihraya Darul Aman, Alor Star 

Situated in a stately building, the State Museum is a splendid place to 

gain an insight into Kedah's rich history. It showcases a wealth of 
information and artefacts, from the ancient civilisations in Bujang 

Valley to Kedah's development into a present-day industrial hub. Don't 
miss a chance to see the beautiful bunga emas (a plant with leaves and 
flowers made of gold) which was sent as an annual tribute to the 

Siamese King. Another highlight is the Wan Muhammad Saman Canal, 

a pioneering irrigation system which led to Kedah's growth as the 

paddy granary of Malaysia. Other attractions include flora and fauna, 

early modes of transportation as well as a gallery dedicated to the 
country's prominent figures who hailed from the state.

MASJID ZAHIR (ZAHIR MOSQUE)

One of the oldest and most 
beautiful mosques in Malaysia, 
Masjid Zahir boasts a distinctively 
Moorish architecture. It has one 
main dome and five smaller 
domes which represent the five 
tenets of Islam. Masjid Zahir was 
built in 1912 and officially 
opened in 1915 by the 

Sultan of Kedah. Its design 
resembles mosques in Langkat, 
North Sumatera. Visitors are 
required to dress modestly when 
visiting the mosque and observe 
its rules at all times. 
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BALAI NOBAT 
Lebuhraya Darul Aman, 
Alor Star 


This three-storey octagonal tower 
houses the sacred instruments 

of the royal orchestra or nobat. 
The nine-piece musical ensemble 
includes serunai (flute), nafiri 

(a long trumpet), gendang (drum) 
and gong. The melodious nobat 
music is only played during 

royal ceremonies such as 
inaugurations and weddings. 
Visitors are free to view Balai 
Nobat from the outside. This 
building is only a stone's throw 
from Zahir Mosque and the 

Big Clock Building.

Situated amidst a landscaped area at the heart of Medan Bandar, this clock 
tower has an important function - to announce the Muslim prayer time. 

In the past, the clock would ring at prayer time, prompting the beating of 
gongs at the nearby Balai Nobat. The muezzin at Masjid Zahir would then 
call Muslims to prayer. Visitors are free to view the Big Clock Building from 


the outside. 
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BALAI BESAR (GRAND AUDIENCE HALL) 
Lebuhraya Darul Aman, Alor Star 


Elaborate carvings, arched stairways and a high roof are among the 
striking attractions of this impressive wooden edifice. Built in 1735 by the 
19th Sultan of Kedah, Balai Besar was part of a palace complex known as 
Istana Kota Star. The original building was restored after it suffered attacks 
by the Bugis armada in 1770 and the Siamese forces in 1821. Balai Besar 
served as the venue for royal audiences, official functions, state council 
meetings, coronations and weddings, including the wedding receptions 
of Sultan Abdul Hamid Halim Shah's five princes and princesses in 1904. 
Today, Balai Besar is still the venue for selected royal ceremonies and state 
functions. Visitors are free to view the building from the outside.

TUNKU ABDUL RAHMAN PUTRA MEMORIAL 
Jalan Tunku Bendahara, Alor Star 


Fondly known as the ‘Father of Independence; the late Tunku Abdul 
Rahman Putra (or Tunku, in short) was the first Prime Minister of the country. 


He is best remembered for his role in obtaining independence for the country 


without any bloodshed. Established in his honour, this memorial showcases 
photographs and documents on Tunkus life and family, his struggle which 
led to the country's independence in 1957, his contribution towards nation 
building as well as his social activities and hobbies.

It exhibits the original furniture, 
photographs, personal effects and souvenirs of the first family. Rumah 
Merdeka has the distinction of being the venue where many notable 
incidents and activities took place. It was here that the premier conducted 
private and confidential meetings with other leaders of the country, 
organised successful election strategies and pursued his creative writing. 
Tunku hosted a number of foreign leaders here, including officials from 
Indonesia and India.

BIRTH PLACE OF TUN DR. MAHATHIR MOHAMAD

This traditional wooden house was the birth place and early home 

of Tun Dr. Mahathir Mohamad, Malaysia's fourth and longest-serving 
Prime Minister. Nostalgic stories of his simple life under the strict 
supervision of his father makes a visit here memorable and heartwarming. 
Treasured exhibits include furniture, documents on family genealogy 

and school photographs. The well-manicured complex consists of two 
exhibitions halls, an auditorium, office, a souvenir shop and the first 

ice factory in Alor Star. The Exhibition Hall 1 features Tun Dr. Mahathir's 
education, from his schooldays to the time he obtained a Medical Degree. 
Exhibition Hall 2 showcases his political activities.

A truly magnificent edifice, this mosque boasts beautiful motifs in pleasant 
hues of blue and white. Masjid Albukhary features architectural elements 
from prominent mosgues in the Middle East. Its minaret resembles the 
Nabawi Mosgue in Madinah and the seven domes here are inspired by the 
Shah Mosgue in Isfahan. A beautiful pool, designed after the mausoleum of 
Imam Albukhary in Samarkand, Uzbekistan, graces the facade. The mosgue 
sprawls over a total area of 4.96 acres and can accommodate up to 15,000 
worshippers at one time. Visitors are required to dress modestly when 
visiting the mosque and observe its rules at all times. Just nearby is the 
Souq Albukhary shopping mall. 


WAT NIKRODHARAM BUDDHIST TEMPLI 


One of the largest Buddhist temples in the state, Wat Nikrodharam boasts 
intricate carvings. Its outdoor attractions include a statue of Kuan Yin, the 
Goddess of Mercy.

Featuring traditional Malay architecture, these heritage buildings were 
private homes which have been restored and relocated. The 100-year old 
Rumah Tok Su is supported by 34 pillars and has six main sections. It was 
brought from its original location in Bandar Baharu, about 200 km from 
Alor Star. The Rumah Seri Banai, built with the local meranti and temak 
timber, was relocated from its original site at Kampung Banai. Both homes 
have an interesting history. The display of original furniture and other 
traditional items add to their appeal.

Mahathir Mohamad, worked as a trader here when his studies were 
interrupted during the Japanese occupation. Pekan Rabu literally means 
‘Wednesday Market' as it used to operate only once a week. 
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PADDY MUSEUM 
Gunung Keriang 


Tucked away at the foothills of Gunung Keriang, amidst acres of paddy 
fields, is Malaysia's only paddy museum. It is the fourth of its kind in the 
world after Japan, Germany and the Philippines. The museum's unique 
architecture resembles bushels of harvested rice stalks. Browse through 
the interesting collection of paddy-related exhibits, from the tools that 
are used, to information on cultivation and harvesting, even legends and 
taboos. A must-visit attraction here is the observatory on the first floor, 
where a huge three-dimensional mural depicts amazingly lifelike images 
of an agrarian community. The rotating platform here gives a breathtaking 
360? view. The Paddy Museum is situated 8 km from Alor Star. Nearby, 
Gunung Keriang is a popular attraction for mountain-climbers and cave 
explorers. (refer to page 20).

Visitors to Alor Star can enjoy several other attractions just outside of the 
city. The Lye Huat Garden in Kubang Pasu features terracotta statues, 
well-landscaped gardens, a koi pond and a mini zoo. Visitors who are keen 
on educational tours can visit the DXN Farm which features a collection of 
Lingzhi mushrooms. For an insight into rice processing, make a trip to the 
Serba Wangi Rice Processing Factory in Pendang. 





Said to be one of the oldest states in the country, Kedah has a 
remarkable historical legacy. It is home to Bujang Valley, an ancient 
trading centre that attracted merchants from around the world 
including Southeast Asia, Arabia, India and China some 1,500 years 


ago. Gunung Jerai, or Kedah Peak as it was formerly known, was the 
navigational landmark that guided vessels for landfall. Seafarers and 
traders used it to sail into the river mouth of Sungai Merbok towards 


Bujang Valley. Many of the state's historical attractions have been 
well-preserved. Most of these sites are easily accessible from the 
towns of Sungai Petani and Kuala Kedah, 


Step into an astounding treasure trove of archaeological wonders. 
Sprawling some 400 square km, Lembah Bujang or Bujang Valley is the 
richest archaeological site in the country. At the zenith of its fame from 
the 3rd to the 12th century AD, Lembah Bujang was a vibrant trading 
centre in Southeast Asia. It was hailed as ‘Nusantara’ or the ‘seat of 

all felicities’ and was the centre of a flourishing kingdom. 


This museum showcases nearly 1,000 artefacts that were recovered from 
this buried civilisation. Its two main galleries display various exhibits that 
are testament to Bujang Valley's role as a centre for trade and religious 


activities. Exhibits include earthenware, beads, ceramics, photographs and 
many other fascinating relics. Some 2,500 other treasures recovered from 
this site are still being studied. The museum is situated about 17 km from 


Sungai Petani.

Foriegn and local archaeologists have unearthed more than 50 candi or 
ancient temples in the Bujang Valley area and several have been restored 
to their original structures. Visitors can view these reconstructed ancient 
temples at the grounds of the Bujang Valley Archaeology Museum. The 
main structure here is Candi Bukit Batu Pahat. Others are Candi Pengkalan 
Bujang, Candi Pendiat and Candi Bendang Dalam. Take a walk along these 
amazing ancient structures and feel history coming back to life. 
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KUALA KEDAH HISTORICAL COMPLEX 

Kuala Kedah 

Situated on the Kedah riverbank, this complex is the site of an ancient fort 
known as Kota Kuala Kedah or Kota Kuala Bahang. It was constructed in 
1771 during the reign of Sultan Muhammad Jiwa, and completed nine 
years later. The fort has withstood attacks by the Bugis, Achinese and 
Siamese. During the Japanese occupation in the country, the fort served as 
the headquarters of the Japanese Armed Forces. Today, the ruins of the fort 
and its six cannons are among the attractions here. Kuala Kedah is situated 
about 12 km from Alor Star and is the staging point for ferry services to 
Langkawi. This quaint town is also famous for its variety of seafood dishes 
and beautiful views of the sunset.

SUNGAI MAS ARCHAEOLOGICAL MUSEUM 
Kota Kuala Muda 


Said to be 1,600 years old, this is the oldest historical site in Kedah. Sungai 
Mas is the centre of the ancient kingdom Katahanagara (old Kedah) which 
existed during the same time as the Srivijaya empire. Artefacts are 
displayed in their original form as they were found during excavation. 

A photographic collection of excavation activities as well as the tools that 
were used are also showcased. This museum is situated about 21 km from 
Sungai Petani.

The pristine tracts of rainforest, jungle-clad hills, waterfalls and 
undulating valleys here beckon nature lovers with an abundance of 
opportunities. Both visitors who relish eco-adventures as well as those 
who seek milder forms of activities can enjoy the natural delights of 
Kedah. Sungai Petani, Kulim and Baling are the most common 
gateways to these places. 


TREE TOP WALK 
Sedim 


Enjoy the thrill of strolling along the world’s longest Tree Top Walk! This 

925 m walkway, acclaimed as the world’s longest, takes you alongside 
towering trees and vast green canopies. This great attraction is situated in 
the Gunung Inas Forest Reserve, a verdant jungle that is home to giant trees 
and many medicinal herbs. Various species of birds, butterflies, hornbills 
and small animals such as gibbons are delightful sights that can be spotted 
by those with a keen eye for nature. A thrilling experience here is looking 
down at the Sedim River flowing rapidly beneath. The walk begins at an 
elevation of 5,100 mm above forest level and the altitude is increased 
gradually. Its highest platform stands at 50 m above ground. Along the 
walkway, there are information stands that provide quick facts about the 
species of flora and fauna here. Visitors can rest assured that the walkway is 
built with reinforced steel and equipped with railings. For those who would 
like to stay longer to explore the surrounding attractions, the Sedim Villa 
nearby provides dormitory-type accommodation. The Sedim Tree Top Walk 
is situated in Karangan, about 30 km from Kulim. It is a 30-minute drive 
from Kulim Hi-Tech Park.

ULU MUDA ECO PARK 


Sik 


For those who have a yen for adventures off the beaten track, this remote 
and undisturbed dipterocarp forest at the border of Malaysia and Thailand 
is sheer paradise. The Ulu Muda Eco Park is situated within the Ulu Muda 
forest, a reserve that sprawls some 120,000 ha. It blankets nearly one third 
of Kedah's forested land. Said to be one of the richest in the country in 
terms of wildlife, the area is haven for nearly 109 species of mammals, 

174 species of birds, 54 species of reptiles and 33 species of fish. Elephants, 
tigers, rhinoceros, seladang (gaur), sun bears and tapirs roam free in the 
dense wilderness and the nine salt-licks here provide an opportunity for 
visitors to see their footprints. Careful and patient observers might even 
catch a glimpse of the wildlife. Ulu Muda is also touted to be one of the 
best bird-watching spots in the country. Some 200 species including the 
Red-crowned Barbet, Large Wren Babblers and Hooded Pitta make their 
home here. Ulu Muda Eco Park is situated in the northeast of Kedah, 
bordering Thailand. It is about 1 1/2 hours drive from Alor Star. 


Entry permit: RM5 


Visitors are advised to get the services of authorised tour guides to make 
the necessary arrangements. For group tours, prior permission must be 
sought from the Kedah State Forestry Department. Visitors can access the 
park by road or arrange for a boat trip from the small village of Gubir. 
Further trekking is required to enter the park. Overnight accommodation 
is available at the Muda Resort. For further information, please contact 
Tourism Malaysia Kedah Office. 
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LASOR ECO PARK 
Baling 


Hidden deep within the Ulu Muda forest, this is another one of Kedah's 
natural attractions. Lasor Eco Park beckons four-wheel drive enthusiasts 
with its rough terrains and challenging conditions. The remote forest is 
also an ideal playground for adventure-seekers to try their hand at river 
rafting, jungle-trekking and mountain-climbing. Teambuilding activities 
such as flying fox, obstacle training, orienteering and map reading can be 
arranged for groups. Overnight visitors can choose from longhouse-style 
accommodation, chalets or camp sites. Facilities here include a dining hall, 
Muslim prayer room and restrooms. Lasor Eco Park is only accessible via 
4WDs and prior arrangements must be made with the operator. 

4WD transfers can be arranged from Kampung Lubok Pelanduk, situated 
30 minutes away from Baling. From here, the park is 11 km away.

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GUNUNG JERAI (MOUNT JERAI)

Standing at 1,220 m, the legendary Gunung Jerai is the main attraction of 
the Gunung Jerai Forest Reserve. On clear days, visitors to the summit can 
enjoy spectacular views of the valley below, including the nearby islands 
of Pulau Bunting, Pulau Songsong, Pulau Telur and Pulau Bidan. Gunung 
Jerai is accessible by a paved road. Alternatively, ardent climbers can take 
a two-hour trek to the top. Guide services are available at the Gunung 
Jerai Recreation Centre at the foothills. Gunung Jerai is situated about 

2 km from Gurun town or 5 km from the Gurun exit if travelling along the 
North-South Expressway. En route to the summit, drop by the Forestry 
Museum housed in a traditional Malay building for an insight into 
Malaysia's flora and fauna. 


MERBOK RIVER CRUISE 
Merbok 


Go on a cruise along the historical Sungai Merbok (Merbok River) to enjoy 
nature at a leisurely pace. The best times to watch the flurry of activity that 
unfolds along the riverbanks are the mornings and evenings. Delight in 
watching small animals such as monitor lizards, monkeys and squirrels or 
observe the many species of birds here. Sunset cruises or visits to a fish 
farm can be arranged. For a longer trip, enjoy a stay at the floating chalets. 
Visitors are advised to request for life jackets from the tour operator before 
beginning the cruise. Cruise departs from the Sungai Merbok Jetty 
Complex, situated around 10 km from Sungai Petani town.

back to some 550 million years. There are three geoforest parks here; the 
Machincang Cambrian is reputed to be the oldest geological formation 

in the country. At the Kilim Karst, one can view magnificently formed 
landscapes of nearly verticle to subrounded karstic hills as well as pinnacles 
of various shapes and sizes. The Dayang Bunting Marble Geoforest Park 
boasts fine marbles.

GETTING TO KEDAH 

By Air 

Malaysia Airlines provides daily direct flights from the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport (KLIA) to the Sultan Abdul Halim Airport situated in 
Kepala Batas, about 20 minutes away from Alor Star. The budget carrier 
AirAsia provides daily flights to Kedah from the Low Cost Carrier Terminal 
(LCCT), situated 20 km from the KLIA Main Terminal Building. The flight 
takes about 55 minutes. 


By Road 

The North-South Expressway connects visitors from Kuala Lumpur to 
Kedah. The drive takes approximately five hours (450 km). Air-conditioned 
buses to Kedah are easily available from the Jalan Duta Bus Terminal and 
Puduraya Bus Terminal in Kuala Lumpur. This service connects various 
towns in Kedah such as Alor Star, Sungai Petani, Gurun, Jitra, Kulim and 
Bukit Kayu Hitam. Visitors can also get to Kedah by road from all other 
states in Peninsular Malaysia. 


By Rail 

Keretapi Tanah Melayu or KTM Railway provides daily rail services to Kedah 
via the Senandung Langkawi Express. The train departs from the KL Sentral 
Station in Kuala Lumpur at 9.00pm daily and plies major towns in Kedah 
such as Alor Star, Sungai Petani and Gurun before proceeding to Haadyai in 
Thailand. The estimated time of arrival at Alor Star is 8.30am the next day. 
There are sleeping berths in the first and second class coaches. Visitors to 
Langkawi should disembark at Alor Star or Arau in Perlis and proceed to 
the respective jetty terminals to arrange for their transfers. 


Entering from Thailand 

The border town of Bukit Kayu Hitam is the entry point for visitors who are 
driving from Sadao, Thailand. An Immigration Office and checkpoint are 
situated here. The border crossing is open from 6.00am to 12.00 midnight
